Pittsburgh 
(JP)—The

ment was set today to call the 
first witness at a U. S. District 
Court trial in which the govern- 
ment seeks permission to destroy 
a hah! million pills seized from the 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic at Portage, 
Pa. 


Asst. U. S. Atty. John A. DeMay 


Jr. said that Sidney J. Heinreck, 
president of the Testgar Co, dis- 
tributor of the pills, was the wit- 
ness to be called to testify before 
Judge John L. Miller and a Jury 
of six men and six women. 


The government seized the pills 


in March 1955, claiming the con- 
tainers were mis-branded in stat- 
ing that the pills were effective in 
the treatment of cancer. 


The clinic uses a cancer treat- 


ment developed by Harry M. Hox- 
sey, a Dallas, 
Tex., naturopath. 


Both the U. S. Food and Drug 
Administration and the American 
Medical Association have branded 
the treatment as worthless. 


Judge Miller said the trial may 


last four to six weeks. The gov- 
ernment said it will call at least 
100 witnesses, including physicians 
and technicians doing cancer re- 
search. 


Hoxsey, subpoenaed as a wit- 


ness, said he is prepared to call 
100 persons to prove his claim 
that the treatm'ent has cured can- 
cer patients.

Russian Arrives in 
London With Child 
Stolen From Mother 


London (IP)—A Russian spirit- 


ing his American-born daughter to 
the Soviet Union arrived in Lon- 
don today closely shepherded by 
two Russian officials. 
They went 


to the Soviet embassy. 


Apparently tha way now was / 


clear for Alexis Chwastov, tha 
father, to take 2%-year-old Tanya 
to Russia despite objections of her 
Detroit mother. But one news- 
paper, tha Newa Chronicle, pra- 
dlcted: 


"Father and child are likely to 


be the subject of a three-power 
conference — between officials of 
Britain, America and Russia—to 
decide the baby's future." 


Chwastov, 68 and slightly built, 


took Tanya aboard the liner Queen 
Mary In New York and during the 
departure of the ship managed to 
avoid a search by U. S. immigra- 
tion officers. 


The American authorities, act- 


ing on a complaint of the child'* 
mother eaid Chwastov may have 
been coerced into returning to 
Russia by Soviet officials. His 92- 
year-old mother is still in Russia. 


In Detroit distraught Mrs. Hel- 


ena Dieczok, divorced wife of 
Chwastov and mother of pretty lit- 
tle Tanya, had pleaded without 
success with Chwastov to give the 
child to her. Under American law 
Tanya is an American citizen be- 
cause she was born in Philadel- 
phia.

Many Penn'a Judges Following 
Precedent Set by Local Jurist 


Pittsburgh (JP) — The Pitts- 


burgh Post-Gazette today publish- 
ed the results of a poll In which 
six out of 10 Pennsylvania judges 
said they wera willing to consider 
letting newspaper photographers 
take pictures in courtrooms. 


The Post-Gazette conducted the 


poll following last Friday's deci- 
sion by the State Supreme Court 
upholding contempt of court con- 
victions of seven newspapermen 
for violating a ban against taking 
photos in corridors of the Wes- 
Post-Gazette executives and news- 
moreland County Courthouse. Five 
men were defendants in the case. 


Of the 10 Judges polled, nine 


said they have permitted photos 
to be taken In courthouse corri- 
dors but not in courtrooms. 


Only one, Judge Alexander C. 


Flick Jr., of Warren County, has 
allowed news photos to be taken 
in court. Judge Flick told the 
newspaper: 


"I will continue to allow photo- 


graphs within the courtroom dur- 
ing a trial as long as there is no 
disturbance to the orderliness of 
the proceedings." ,-- 


Judge Roy I.'Carson of Wash- 


ington County took the opposite 
stand, saying: 


"We have taken the view that 


people should not be molested In 
the courtroom if it were demon- 
strated to us that this would not 
are taken in the courthouse." 


Julge Robert- B. McCreary of 


Beaver County said, "on an ex- 
perimental basis- we would con- 
sider permitting photographs In 
the courtroo mif it were demon- 
strated to use that this would not 
disturo_tne di£nity ol the court or 
cause confusion.''

The Russian man in the street really got himself 


an eyeful of a car the likes of which he doesn't even 
dare dream about owning. 
The best Russian car 


looks like a 1939 Packard. 


The Ford was the first '57 model to come off the 


assembly line in Dearborn, Mich., and it's one of eight 
Fords which were sold to the State Department for $1 
each to be used by the U. S. embassy in Moscow. 


Working closely with State, Ford secretly crated 


this first model, flew it to Helsinki and then sent it by 
rail to the Kremlin. The Reds never had an inkling of 
what was up. 


Idea b'ehind the scheme was to show the Russians 


the kind of products that come from the country which 
the Communists so often call decadent. 


Sure the Ford Motor Co. came in for some good 


publicity, but so did the United States. And the State 
Department had the good sense to accept the offer and 
help carry it through.

TC/ASHINGTON— (NEA)—The United States gets its first look, at 
** six-foot, 200-pound Dmitri Shepilov, the new Russian foreign 
minister, at the,United Nations Security Council meeting on the 
Suez Canal crisis, in New York. 


Shepilov is sized up as quite a different customer 'from Foreign 


Ministers Molotov and Vishinsky, Ambassadors Malik and' Gromyko, 
with whom the U.S. has had to deal before. 


Secy, of State John Foster Dulles, Undersecretary Loy Henderson 


and their staffs got the first measure of the man at the preliminary 
meeting of Suez Canal users in London last August. 


Shepilov, on'arrival in .London, asked for a private meeting with 


Dulles before the'conference began. They had two meetings, both 
short. 


The main thing the Russian seemed anxious to put across was 


that he and Dulles should always be- frank and earnest with each 
other, and not disguise their views. 


Since U.S. and U.S.S.R. diplomats have always spoken in this 


vein, these ground rules added nothing new. 


In the London meeting, Dulles and Shepilov had two showdowns.

THREE PLANS were put forward at this conference. One was 


the American plan for international operation of the Suez Canal. 
Another was the Indian -plan providing for Egyptian operation, 
•with international advisers. Third was Shepilov's plan to end the 
I^ndon conference and call a new one with more countries present. 


The Russian plan was not even considered, which was Shepilov's 


first defeat. 


The idea behind the Indian plan was that V. K. Krishna Menon 


thought the Egyptians might accept it. .He did not think Egypt 
•would take the Dulles plan. 


But 17 nations voted for the Dulles plan, and only five for the 


Indian proposal. Shepilov voted Russia with the five. ' 


Later, however, Indonesia came in with a compromise which 


combined the U.S. and Indian proposals. 


LOT HENDERSON was presiding when the crucial vote was 


taken. Dulles sat at the table whittling on a pencil, as he frequently 
•does in conference. This doodling used to upset Molotov no end. 
• Keeping up his whittling, but not making many notes, Dulles 
innocently asked Henderson to review the situation as to where 
they stood. Henderson declared that all nations were in agreement 
on the compromise, except Russia. He then turned to Shepilov 
and asked him if that was correct. 


The Russian said that it was—and thereby he stepped into a 


diplomatic hole deeper than the Suez Cans'. 


For it showed Russia all alone, without a single ally on this issue 


And it revealed that the Russian purpose in attending the London 
conference was not to find a solution, but to wreck it. 


MOLOTOV, in the opinion of the diplomats present, would never 


have allowed himself to be pushed into such a hole. It was lack 
of diplomatic experience on Shepilov's part. He is not dumb and 
turning 51 on Nov. 4, he will probably be around for a long time. 


He is a South Russian Cossack who joined the Communist secret 


police before he was 21. He was sent to school in Moscow" and 
advanced rapidly. He caught. Nikita Khrushchev's attention and 
became a political commissar in the Red army, rising to the rank 
of major general in World War II. ^K 


After postwar service in East Germany he became head of 


Russian propaganda-and four years ago was made editor of Pravda 


He was. influential in swinging the Egyptian arms deal 'Last

Pretty 
Nails

THHE fingernail-biters arent the 
•*• only teen-agers who have dif- 
ficulty keeping their nails pretty. 


The first problem is that of 


cleanliness, so often the case with 
teen-agers just emerging from 
the tomboy stage. 


Really dirty fingernails can't be 


scratched clean with a file. The 
scratches made on the surface of 
the nail so injure it that 'it will 
collect dirt twice as easily in the 
future. 


Dirty nails, and hands, need to 


be scrubbed with a stout brush 
and lots of soap. A grainy bar 
soap (heavy duty) may be neces- 
sary after gardening, painting or 
work in clay. Soaking the hands 
a while in water and soap will 
make the task easier. 


The next p r o b l e m is nail 


length. It's general!^- conceded 
that talons are unattractive on 
teen-agers.

Industrial Fires Hurt U. S. 


A landmark in American indus- 


try went up when this Springfield, 
Ohio, plant was destroyed by fire 
earlier this year. This, reportedly, 
was the first sawtoGthed-construct- 
ed industrial building in the world. 
Although exploding drums of flam- 
mable liquids and insuflicient hy- 
drants hampered fire fighting, 
these were not the principal reas- 
ons that the building was totally 
destroyed at a loss,of $250.000. The 


fire chief on the scene explained it 
this'way: "A one-story frame 
metal clad building without a 
watchman, sprinkler system or au- 
tomatic fire alarm system—what 
can you expect?"
